PITTSBURG, Penn., April 18.—The er- 
roneous report that Miss Anne Morgan, 
daughter of- J. P. Morgan, was in Pitts- 
burg, and would this morning visit the 
Irwin coal field to ascertain conditions 
éxisting there -among the strikers 
families, disappointed many persons in 
Pittsbprg, Latrobe. and Irwin to-day. 
The rumor was circulated, it is said, for 
the purpose -of attracting attention to 
the: annivérsary..of the miners’ ‘strike, 
which was to-day celebrated in the Ir- 
win field by a big demonstration, 

The report appears to have originated 
through a well-dressed woman reégister- 
ing at the Fort Pitt Hotel last. night as 
“Miss A. T. Morgan, New York.’’ She 
instructed the clerk that she did not want 
to see newspaper men. Latér,; when the 
newspapers were told that Miss Morgan 
was in the city, reporters were. detailed 
to interview Miss Morgan, but-whre told 
at the hotel that she would not see callers. 
The. newspapers, however, obtained ap- 


Speedy convincing confirmation that 
iss Morgan was in the city and printed 


the story. P 

Photographers took up positions in front 
of the hotel this morning long before the 
time for the feverture of the train for 
the Irwin coal field.

18—News from 
both the City of Mexico and Agua Prieta 
to-day brought decided relief to President 
Taft and the Administration ‘over the

The State Department. received from 
Ambassador Wilson a dispatch saying 
that Presidewtt. Diaz, im response to the 
representations which had been made. to 
him by direction of this Government, had 
definitely promised a distinct restrictive 
policy hereafter for the zone of hostili- 
ties along the international border. 

The. promise of President Diaz both 
recognized the obligation of the Mexican 
Government regarding such a situation as 
that at Agua Prieta furnished ground 
for hoping that there’ would be no recur- 
rence of-it. Jt establishes in advance 
the justice of the claims that are sure to 
come up fof reparation for ‘those Amer- 
icangs in Douglas, Ariz., who have been 
damaged in. person or property by the 
fighting around Agua Prieta. It also 
offers a geason for hoping that there will 
be no similar sitdation at Juarez, just 
across the Rio Graride from Bl Paso.

Haste to Safeguard Valuables.

The Red Cross has been greatly 
criticised here for its inactivity, but now 
it is working hard. The President in Mex- 
ico is Mrs, Luz de Lopez, a daughter of 
Minister of War Cosio. 

Mrs. Luz de Lopez has made the state- 
ment that no Amertean would be safe in 
Mexico in case of intervention. She says 
the minute American troops crossed the 
border there would be no restraining the 
populace, which would destroy American 
property, and cause a reign of terrct for 
American residents. Minister De La Barra 
says there is no. probability of interven- 
tion, but even should United States. sol- 
diers cross the border there is no reason 
to suppose there woul be violence toward 
residents.

ENSENADA, Lower California, Via San 
Diego, Cal., April 18—Citizens of Ense- 
nada are going armed to-day in expecta- 
tion of an attack by the guerrilla’ band 
unjer Simon Berthold, which hag been 
at‘Alamo, thirty-five miles away, for some 
weeks. Scouting parties have been report- 
ed lately near the Lower California cap- 
ital, and the soldiers under Gov. Vega 
heve been prepared for night attacks. 


“So far none of the scouting parties has 


come near enough to the town to be seen. 
On one occasion a body of eighty rebels 
was said to be approaching. 

Everything of value has either been’ hid- 
den or sent to San Diego for. safe keeping.

SAN DIEGO. April 18.—O. Henry Savage 
of this city. to whom the Americane at 
Alamo made their first appeal a few days 
ago, received a reassuring telegram to-day 
from Secretary Knox. The dispatch reads: 

“Consul at Ensenada reports that he 
has talked over the telephone with Amer- 
ican residents at Alamo, who state that 
all Americans there are. unharmed. and 
have provisions for about two weeks, but 
cannot leave the town.” 


PRISONERS WELL TREATED. 


Americans Captured by Federals at 
Chihuahua After Long Marches. 


CHIHUAHUA, April 17, (Via Laredo, 
April 18.)—The prisoners, including Amer- 
ilcans, who fell into the hands of the 
Mexican federal troops in the battle Be- 
¢ween Sauz and Santa Clara, arrived to- 
day, accompanied by 1,000 federal troops. 

All the prisoners, except for fatigue, 
seemed in good spirits. They said they 
had been as well treated as possibie. 

Weary and footsore from 200 miles 
march afoot, fourteen Americans and two 
German prisoners arrived here to-night 
from Casas Grandes. All are well. 

This afternoon the American prisoners 
were taken to the penitentiary, where 
each was confined in a separate cell. No 
one hereafter will be allowed to see them 
except the United States Consul. The 
cells, though without bedding, are clean 
and sanitary. Americans here have ar- 
ranged to provide the prisoners with food, 
tobacco, and other comforts. Investigation 
by Consul Letcher and Vice Consul Leon- 
ard disclosed several corrections in names 
as originally given out. 

The man who gave his name as Carlton 
is R. O. Beck of Mount Pleasant, Penn., 
and “Murray” is William Huggard of 
New York. John, Harrison is John H. 
Farnswofth of Manton, Cal. The only 
other changes were corrections of initials 
and do not disclose any other identities. 

The prisoners told Consul Letcher that 
seventy-five Americans were engaged in 
the Casas Grandes fight. They said about 
thirty. Americans were killed, among 
whom, not previously reported, were John 
Deerer’of Nebraska and Samuel Rupland, 
a race track man of New York State. 


7 C. Lee of Mount Washington, Mo., 
said: 

‘We began attacking the town at day- 
light, having prowled around it the pre- 
vious night to select positions. At the 
beginning the soldiers of the town were 
flurried, but they soon got on the house- 
tops and responded vigorously. We had 
the best of them, and after five hours 
they raised a white flag. 

“Meantime we rushed in, and they be- 
They had withdrawn 
the white flag, it seems, because Col. 
CueHar, with 700 men, was coming to 
their rescue, The fight continued in. the 
town and through the streets.. About 
twenty-five of us Americans got inside 
an adobe house. From the windows of 
this we continued to fight until we saw 
it was hopeless. Then we hoisted @ white 
flag, but for twenty minutes afterward 
we were still undér fire. 

“ Deerer' and Rupland were killed by my 
side. When the Federals ceased firing 
we went outsid and surrendered our arms. 
Col. Cuellar ordered that we be put under 
guard and treatéd as prisoners of war. 
Ever since, although we have had many 
hardships, our treatment has been as 
good’ as we could expect.’ 

Tt is not known when the trials of the 
prisoners will begin. Consol Letcher has 
retained a]ji the data possible for presenta- 
tion to the State Department, 

Three thousand Federal troops, among 
them those who’ brought the prisoners 
from Casas Grandes. paraded the streets 
to-day, displaying horses, wagons, and 
other equipment which had been captured 
frora the insurrectos. 

The German Consul is looking after the 
interests. of the two Germans brought 
with the American prisoners.

Insurrectos Also Overcome by Alcohol 
—Americans Among Killed in 
- _Monday’s Battle. 


AGUA PRIETA, Mexico, 
When darkness fell over Agua Prieta to- 
night it was undetermined .whether the 
Federal troops of Lieut. Col.” Reynaldo 
Diaz would retain undisputed possession 
of the city; which the rebels evacuated 
early to-day after the exhaustion of their 


ammunition, ‘or whether rebel reinforce- | q 


ments, appearing suddenly from the west- 
ward this afternoon, would start another 
battle, ‘ 

The battle of Agua Prieta, which raged 
almost without intermission for nearly 
twenty-four hours, was won in the end 
by the Mexican Federal forces, which oc- 
cupied the town at daylight to-day, The 
rebels evacuated Agua Prieta an hour be- 
fore the Government troops arrived. 

Part of the insurrecto garrison was dis- 
fupied in the abandonment of the town. 
Throwing away their guns in terror and 
léaving their horses they fled in disorder 
in different directions. The principal por- 
tion of the rebel command, however, re- 
tired in good order toward the mountains 
south of the fcity. Two insurrecto com- 
manders, Balpzario, Garcia, and Col, Me- 
dina, deserted their men and fled across 
the border, where they surrendered to the 
American troops. 

Lieut. Col. Diaz led the 1,200 triurh- 
phant Federal troops into Agua Prieta. 

Watchers were surprised after a day of 
quietude to see a column of troops move 
out of the mountain passes twelve miles 
to thé west of Agua Prieta and debouch 
on the plains in front of the city. It 
was at first uncertain whether this was a 
new rebel force or Fedefal reinforce- 
ments from Cananea. 

The doubt was soon dispelled. The col- 
umn began riding rapidfy toward the 
city. Soon glasses showed that the ap- 
proaching force consisted of insurrectos. 

As they approached the outer breast- 
works the Federal outposts opened a long 
which fell short. The 
columm halted, seemingly surprised. 
Apparently the approaching rebe 
were unaware that the insurrectos had 
fied from Agua Prieta and that the bor- 
der town was held by the Federals. Fi- 
nally the column wheeled and started 
toward the mountains. Then it halted 


again, and there appeared at the moyth 
ef the cafion from yhich the first troops 
had emerged a second and longer col- 
umn. This detachment moved slowly 
across the desert and joined the first. 
There were apparentty more than 500 
men in the combined columns. 

Cowboys came into Agua Prieta at 
about that time and reported that the 
force was that of Juan Cabral, the in- 
Furrecto leader of Sonora, who at differ- 
ent times in the last. few weeks has 
worked much havoc on the Federal 
forces. With him, It was ‘reported, was 
the insurgent command led by Sefiora 
Talamantes, the *‘ Mexican Joan of Arc.” 

A Mexican insurrecto on foot crossed 
the line west of Douglas and surrendered 
to an American citizen. He said he was 
a member of Cabral’s band advancin 
from the west. He said Cabral had h 
no knowledge that the Federals had taken 
Agua Prieta, and had been moving for- 
ward, expecting to join the rebel garrison, 
when he was fired on. This rebel’s horse 
was shot_from under him while he was 
scouting far in advance, and he escaped 
on foot to the American side. 

The Federal forces in Agua Prieta took 
small notice of the column when it ap- 
peared. Their unsaddied horses remained 
tethered in the bull pen. 

The rebels after uniting marched west 
parallel with the city limits, but evident- 
ly with no intention of approaching near 
enough to offer battle, at least, before 
night. 

When darkness fell it was impossible 
to make out whether or not the moving 
rebel column would come in contact with 
the ‘Federal garrison. Questions as to 
whether the troops would go out and en- 
gage the rebel command were unan- 
swered. 

The Federals to-night brought’into the 
bull ring at Agua Prieta twenty-five Fed- 
érals, wounded in yesterday's battle. 

In official reports given out by Col. Diag 
the total of the dead dnd injured in yes- 
terday'’s battle, rebel and Federal, was 
said to be about fifty, but it is believed 
that this figure is far too low. 

From daylight this morning nothing was 
seen of the rebel troops who vanished 
before dawn from Agua Prieta. Those 
who moved away in good order shouted 
across the line to the American sentries 
that they would be back in a few days to 
fight it out. 

The Mexican Government troops moved 
into the abandoned city with the_ first 
streak of dawn and took possession. Their 
manoeuvres, designed to draw the fire of 
the rebels, had tended much to exhaust 
the rebels’ ammunition and to decide the 
contest. 

The ports of Agua Prieta and Douglas 
were again formally declared open to-day 
with the reoccupation of Agua Prieta by 
the Federals, 

A press correspondent saw in Agua 
Prieta to-day a few bodies of rebels lying 
in the streets. At the’bull ring there were 
everywhere evidences of yesterday's fight- 
ing. In the ring were two bodies. One 
was that of an American. 

Sitting against the west wall of the bull 
ring. and heavily guarded by Mexican 
troops sat a lone American who had not 
got away with the retreating rebel army, 
His hands were’ tied with ropes, which 
passed over his shoulders. 

“They are not gcing to shoot me, are 
they?” he asked. He said his name was 
Thomas Sullivan, that he was born in 
Connecticut, that he last worked at Can- 
ahea, and that he came to Douglas from 
Bisbee. He said he had crossed fhe Mexi- 
can line yesterday, had been arrested by 
the rebels, robbed of $100, forded to dis- 
lay the scarlet. ribbon on his arm, and 
riven into the fighting line.

We be- 
lieve that the extra expense will more 
than be offset .by the decrease in fire in- 
{surance rates.’ 

One of the officers of the Fire Insure 
] ance Underwriters’ Association said yes- 
ey that Chief Croker’s resignation 

have no immediate bearing on fire 
insurance rates. ‘There is a logical re- 
lation between a bad fire Chief and insur- 
ance rates,’’ he said, “and the rates are 
now low because of Chief Croker’s high 
standard as a Chief, but it will take a 
long time to see just what effect a change 
in the department will have on our rates.’ 

At Fire Headquarters Commissioner 
Waido said he had heard of no applicants 
for Chief Croker’s place, and that the 
Civil Service examinations to fill the 
vacancy would probably not be announced 
for three or six months. Acting Chief 
Kenlon will remain in charge.

THE ANTI-VIVISECTIONISTS’ BILL. 

‘Who is behind the Bayne bill to “in- 
vestigate” the practice of experiment 
upon ‘animals performed in behalt of 
humanity by the best doctors in this 
land? What is thelr object?, Investi- 
gations are usually brought about to 
determine fully the extent of abuses-of 
which there is known evidence. Have 
these agitators ever produced a soin- 
tilla of evidence which would dear a 
Mmoment’s examination that secret 
cruelties are practiced by the doctors of 
this State, or that the results of their 
experiments, which have been: fruitful 
in preventing and remedying grievous 
ills, have not received the fullest pub- 
icity? They know that the inferior 
medical schools are not equipped with 
laboratories for experimental work; 
they know that the superior schools, 
which alone practice upon . animals 
have provided every method known to 
science to make this practice humane 
and merciful. But they have deceived 
some who have allowed their hearts 
rather than their minds to guide them 
into believing otherwise. 

Their work is tragically mischievous. 
The investigating commission which 
they propose would be @ partisan com- 
mission. And the upshot of their re- 
port would be more agitation, more im- 
portunities from the coddlers of pet 
animals to stay the intelligent hands 
that are reaching out in succor to the 
deathbeds of the people. There is in 
force a rigorous law against cruelty to 
animals. ‘Without the slightest evi-, 
dence of cruelties and deceit which this 
law does not reach, why disturb the 
activities of the humanest of all human 
professions?

THE INCOME TAX. 

Arkansas’s ratification of the income 
tax amendment was reported yesterday, 
together with favorable action by the 
lower houses of Florida and Massachu- 
setts. For final adoption ten more rati- 
fleations are mecessary, and must be 
sought among the States which have 
rejected it but may change their minds, 
and the eleven States which have not 
yet recorded their votes. New York 
has once voted no, and an attempt is 
now to be made to add it to the present 
twenty-five ayes. If the Nation needed 
the monty there would be no opposition 
tothe laying of even an income tax. 
But the case is that there is something 
like @ revolt against taxation for waste, 
so that it is a patriotic duty to exam- 
ine closejy any fresh proposal, and to 
see that it merits support. The pending 
amendment is objectionable not because 
it empowers the levying of at income 
tax, but because it does so without safe- 
guerds which citizens abd States ought 
to insist upon, trrespective of their 
views about the principle of af income 
tax. 

It is true that a State cannot individ- 
ually levy an income tax effectively, 
since those subject to the tax would 
flee from it, in the manner that testa- 
torg are fleeing from the inhetitance 
tax of New York. But it does not fol- 
low that the States ought to surrender. 
this resource to the Nation unreserved- 
ly. There are ample precedents for the 
levying and collection of @ tax by a su- 
perior jurisdiction, and division of the 
proceeds with the inferior jurisdiction. 
Thus New York Btate levies and col-

is mo such provision in the pending 
amendment regarding the income tax.

the State Just as there are States 
which support the present proposal be- 
cause they believe that other States will 
pay it, so there are millions who reckon 
it a good thing because they think that 
it will bé paid by thousands among 
whom they will not be counted. They 
would do well to make sure of it. 
There is nothing sald about the pay- 
ment of this tax by the rich, and the 
exemption of the poor. It not only sub- 
jects everything to taxation, but it 
stipulates nothing about the exemption 
of any person, however modest his in- 
come. It enables the Nation to tax re- 
sources not Federal, and it authorizes 
the taxation of classes which certainly 
would be exempt under any scheme of 
taxation by States. After the amend- 
ment is ratified it will be too late to 
safeguard such matters. The hesitat- 
ing States would do well to take the 
precautions which the ratifying States 
have neglected. They might indorss 
the tax in principle, and ask for atipu- 
lations regarding the subjects. and 
modes of levying the tax. The ratifi- 
cations will keep, and there is no haste, 

These are not times when. such con- 
siderations can be left to legislative 
diseretion. There is hardly-a topic 
which. State or National legislators 
have touched which they have not bun- 

ed. All the intellect of the country 
may not be outside the Legislatures, 
but surely there is no presumption that 
it is all inside. When Congress legts- 
lated about banking it would mot con- 
sult bankers. When it legislates about 
taxation it does not ask the opinions of 
those who are informed on the ‘subject. 
Tt enacts in haste, and the country re- 
pents at leisure. This is particularly 
true regarding the income tax amend- 
ment. It is far from representing the 
considered opinion of Congress. No 
time was spent on it apart from that 
necessary for the formalities. There 
was no inquiry, and no discussion wor- 
thy of the mame. It is a political dodge, 
adopted from the most questionable of 
motives. It is part of the price paid 
for the enactment of a tariff law which 
was adopted under false pretenses, and 
which the country is rejecting in such a 
frame of mind as it is to be hoped may 
not come.to be repeated in the case of 
the income tax amendment. The econ- 
omy which the State of New York so 
greatly needs for itself it ought to im- 
pose upon the Nation.so far as its vote 
goes under present conditions. 

—_—— 
THE FIRE INQUEST. 

The finding of the Coroner’s jury in 
the case of the destruction of life in the 
Asch Building fire reinforces the con- 
clusion that the tenants of that struct- 
ure should be held to strict legal re- 
sponsibility for the consequerces of 
whatever neglect or willful violation of 
law they have been guilty of. The ver- 
dict in the particular case of loss of life 
turns, as did the indictment by the 
Grand Jury, on the treatment of the 
means of escape for employés. We have 
no desire to prejudice the rights of the 
accused, but it is clearly well that the 
machinery of the law has been set to 
work to try to legal blame and exact 
the penalty the law calls for. 

Meanwhile we note with no surprise 
that the Coroner’s jury was unable to 
determine that any one department of 
the City Government is responsible 
clearly and solely for the calamity. The 
jury recommends, very properly, that 
thie state ef affairs shaJl be remedied. 
The exact methods by which this can 
be done are likely to be ascertained 
more effectively by the commission ap- 
pointed on the motion of President 
McAwanr in the Board of Estimate. 
But there is one point in connection 
with this that has not received the at- 
tention tt deserves, and we trust that 
the Board of Wstimate’s Commission 
will take it up with care. That is an 
efficient mode of enforcing require- 
ments. It really amounts to nothing if 
we have the péwer to prescribe the 
most thorough precautions and have no 
power immediately and completely to 
sécure their adoption. The present sys- 
tem of suits for damages or fines is 
simply ludicrous. It hardly secures 
more than a certain afinoyance to the 
guilty persons, who can often afford to 
ignore the penalties and defer them as 
long as possible, and finally pay them. 

What is needed, after & proper system 
of requirements is framed, and an ef- 
fective system of inspection established, 
is the power in some responsible officer 
to close buildings at once until compli- 
ance with orders is at least effectively 
begun and carried forward in good 
faith, That would be a law with real 
teeth in it, There is, by the way, no 
requitement that should thus be ‘én- 

more rigidly than that of fire 
érijl in. every building where the em- 
ployment of many persons is allowed, 
The general purpose to prevent fire, to 
put out fire promptly, and to provide 
for the escape of those exposed to fire, 
this could be served best by the exer- 
cise of the power to close bufldings 
where legal requirements were not com- 
plied with, be Q
